To complete thestnu tnre Jind make it 
rea«ly for use it is nrcessaiy that the rope 
should ho sUtarhcd ami tlie hiii^'e.s oiled. 
I'or a single han;;iiigit is nistoniary to use 
a rope of manilla seven-eightiis of an inch 
in diameter and tiiirty feet long. It is not 
the custom liete, as in some cities, to use 
a rope especially made for the purpose 
and have it prepared outride the I)tiil<iiiii,'. 
tor the oliicers here are jdways equal to 
the occaaion. In fact, with the exception 
of the manufacture^ of the rope and iron 
the structure has heen luude in the build- 
in. There are on hand now several ropes, 
purchased for hanging purposes, and re- 
cently have been received at the jail con- 
tributed by persons anxious to have tl.em 
used on ( iuiieau. When it is necessary to 
" rig" the scaffold a rope will be st locted 
and the hauginan's knot will be made l)y 
one of the gujirds, who is quite an expert 
at it. Then it will be run through the 
centre liole of tlie cross beam, thence to 
the side, passing; down one of the upriglits 
to a cleat on the side, where it will be 
made fast. Generally the slack is four to 
six feet, and commencing near the knot 
the rope is for three or four feet anointed 
with soap, tlwit it may slip easily. In some 
parts of tile country tallow or oilier grease 
is used, but Gen. Crocker and his associ- 
ates prefi'r the soap. There is also on 
haii<l a lull supply ot small rope, to use in 
pinioning the arms and legs of the victim 
of the law, and black caps to draw over 
his face. It is customary to rig the rope 
the day l^fore the execution and test it 
by letting dr<tp a bag of sand weighing 
from uO to 00 per cent, more than the 
doomed man. Never having met with an 
accident or mishaiT in hanging, the jail 
officials look on this test as almoHt useless ; 
but it is alway made as a matter of pre- 
caution. To make sure, liowevor, of car- 
rying out the sentence within the hours 
being allowed), the prisoner is brought on 
In time to allow fifteen or fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes for services prior to the trap 
being sprung, and with thirty minutes to 
spare beside. Thus, should there be a 
mishap of any kind, there would still be 
ample time to prepare and rig another 
rope if necessary.

How They Swindle a Farmer.

A correspondent writing from Ueams* 
town says: The other day tnere arrived at 

tlie Huck Hotel three young men, who 
said they hailed from IMdladeiphia, and • 
wanted to buy tobacco. One wanted high 
priced tobacco and the other two comnion 
stock. The tiext morning Klias Killian 
drove with Levi Koch's team to some of 
the Coralico farmers. At Samuel Weid- 
man's, about tbree-qu.lrters (A a mile west 
from town, one of them ollered twenty- 
eight cents through through for a fine lot 
of toliacco, but one of theotiiers interfered 
and said that he thought th it was rather 
too mach. They bought it for twenty-five 
cents. Tbey said that they Mould pay 
some money on the tobacco, but that they 
had nothing less than a check for $180 on 
a rhiladelpliia bank, and thotight it rather 
n)ucli pay on one lot. They therefore 
.isked Mr. Weidmanif he would not pay 
$50 back on the check. The latter not 
suspecting anything, paiil the $oO. The 
strangers went to Isaac Mobler's ami in- 
(piired for tobacco. They olFei-ed bim 
nineteen cents through for a lot and h(! 
agreed t«) part with it at tliat. They also 
offered to pay some money on It, bnt said 
thev had uothiug but a check, for ui>ward 
of $1,001) and asked Mr. Mohler, if ho 
would not give some of It back In cash. 
Mr. Mohler had not $50 in cash, but oflfer- 
ed to give his check on the Ephrata Bank 
for $50. Tiiey accepted, and from thence 
wi nt to Mr. Mohler's neighbor, Daniel 
Ilershburger, and his son-indaw, Mr. Von 
Neida, from whom they bought two lots 
at twenty-two and twelve cents through, 
l>ut here they faile^l to get rid of anotlier 
check, as Lhey declined to tawe any money. 
They said that they would return the fol- 
lowing week and pay the balance of tbo 
money after tliey iiad <ielivered the tobac- 
co at Reamstown station. In the after^ 
noon they asked Mr. Koch, the proprie- 
tor of the Buch Hotel, to take them to 
Ephratn, but one their way they agreed to 
go to Akron, and Mr. Koch took them 
there. That was the last seen of them. 
Tbey appeared genteel, and said they were 
related to Mr. Mohler, They are about 
5 feet 8 to 10 inches tall and Well dressed.

In 
the Monday morning edition of the paper 
a full report was given of the speech de- 
livered on the preceding Saturday by Sir 
Vernon ilaroourt. and what was the hor- 
ror of the sub-editor at discovering after 
half the edition was printed, that a drunken 
or malicious compositor had interpolated 
two lines of his own, in addition to the 
"copy" given him, in the middle of Sir 
Vernon iiarcourt's speech. Tlie interpo- 
lation was the vilest and most filtny 
ribaldry that the imagination of an impure 
mind coutd possibly conceive. How on 
earth the matter escaped the i)roof-readers 
and was permitted to be stereotyped is a 
mystery. "When the affair was discovered 
tlie Walter presses were at once stopped 
•nd the offensive lines deleted, but this 
was not done bef(jre tlie early newspaper 
trains had carried olf all the country edi- 
tion, and a good portion of the papers 
intended for the metropolis had l»een 
distributed.

The first 
Drice offered was lialf a crown per copy, 
but the price ran up, as some speculators 
pot hold of a quantity, and finally as much 
as two guineas ($10.50) i»er copy was paid.
